While it was known that the fuel

As illustrative of the seriousness of

summoned.

hastened to the Capitol, and was im­ 
mediately given 
a hearing

At the conclusion of

searching interrogation, 
by Senator 
Reed, Senator Reed openly challenged 
the right of President Wilton or Duc­ 
or Garfield to itsue such an order. 
Senator Reed asked Doctor Garfield to 
point out to 
the committee the au­ 
thority in the act 
creating the Fuel 
Administration, the Lever act. and 
Doctor Garfield said it was contained 
in that section giving the President 
p^wer to make 
necessary rules and 
regulation s. Senator Knox, of Penn­ 
sylvania, one of the best constitutional 
.lawyers in the Senate, flatly declared

sections cited by Doctor Garfield as 
bis authority that gave him the power 
to prevent any manufacturer or other 
persons having coal, from using it. 
Senator Reed contended in his ques­

As to Self-Determination 
For the Central Powers, as distinct 
from the ca-e with Russia, a conclu­ 
sion of peace with Russia has no con­ 
nection with a great peace, and the 
Central Powers are compelled to con­ 
tinue the war against their other ene­ 
mies. 


The assertion that the right of self- 
determination is an attribute of na­ 
tions and not of parts of nations is 
not our conception of self-determina­ 
tion, the official 
statement declares. 
It must not be assumed that the lim­ 
its of occupation arc a standard for 
fixing the 
boundaries of such 
por­ 
tions. 
The Au-tro-Germans do not intend 
incorporating the territories now oc­ 
cupied by them into their respective 
countries. 
The Central Powers agreed that a 
vote of the peoples on broad lines be 
sanctioned on basis of citizenship, but 
it was doc la red that a referendum ap­ 
peared to b<* impracticable. The Cen­ 
tral Powers think that a vote on a 
wide basis 
taken from the 
electors 
and supplemented 
by a 
representa­ 
tive body would suffice. 
Reserve a Free Hand 
Desiring to reach 
an understand­ 
ing with Russia, the Central Powers 
made the foregoing far-reaching pro­ 
posals which represent 
the most ex­ 
treme limits within 
which they still 
hope to reach a peaceful understand- 
ing. 
The Austrians 
and Germans, says 
the statement, do not intend to com- 
« pol the territories in dispute to ac­

or that form of state, but 
they reserve for themselves and the

E astern m anufacturers will have to 
turn to K ansas City and the middle 
West for their supply of sulphuric 
acid during the war. 
Prof. Erasmus 
Haworth, dean of the Mining school, 
has made a survey of reports of pro­ 
ducers in various portions of the coun­ 
try, anil finds that the West will soon 
he depended upon entirely for the sup­ 
ply of sulphur and sulphuric acid. 
The main supply of this acid will 
come from the zinc district around 
B axter Springs, 
Knn., 
and 
Miami, 
Okla., and in part around the Joplin 
(Mo.) zinc district. 
The Jopliu dis­ 
trict was always known as one of the 
largest zinc fields Iii America, but the 
discovery of the field around Baxter 
Springs, the extent of which Is un­ 
known, makes it the largest in the 
world. 
With this field being properly 
developed the output of zinc will be 
enormous, and as this zinc is smelted 
the sulphur ran be collected from the 
gases, making a supply of sulphur for 
sulphuric acid (hut will more than 
meet the deinauds in the United States 
during the war. 
No Now Process Necessary. 
At the present time only about 10 
per cent of the sulphur Is saved at 
these smelters. 
To save the entire 
supply no new process or Invention Is 
necessary, as the process has been in 
use in some places for 35 yeor*. 
The 
United Zinc and Chemical company 
of K ansas Is already one of the larg­ 
est sulphuric acid producers in the 
Missouri valley. 
This company uses 
the ores In the Joplin district. 
With 
the eastern concerns closed on account 
of the high cost of transporting min­ 
erals to the El st, the western firms 
will enlarge their smelters am i amply 
supply the entire United States, Pro­ 
fessor Haworth points out. 
The question of adequate sulphuric 
acid supply came before the chemists 
of the country at the recent conven­ 
tion of the American Institute of Min­ 
ing Engineers In St. Louis. 
T he east­ 
ern companies reported that the United 
States was threatened with a short­ 
age of sulphuric acid, ainee the sup­ 
ply of pyrite, which had been Import­ 
ed. was cut off. Geologists in tile West 
and South are now asking the eastern 
chemists and m anufacturing compa­ 
nies to turn to the West for the sup­ 
ply. 
Sulphur Is being mined in Louisi­ 
ana and Texas in vast quantities now 
us fast as the market will consume it. 
Near the mouth of the Brazos river, 
in Texas, sulphur is in high piles 
awaiting transportation.
